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No Way Out for Reagan 


Both the German and American govern- 
ments have displayed monumental insensitiv- 
ity over Ronald Reagan's prospective visit to 
West Germany. There is no accounting for 
how Mr. Reagan could have decided to visit 
the Bitburg cemetery after having rejected, 
publicly, a visit 10 a concentration camp site. 
Now he has decided to go to the site of such a 
camp. hoping that will make things right. But 
the episode cannot be made right anymore, no 
matter what the president decides. There is no 
way he can at once pursue his effort at recon- 
ciliation with the German people, having made 
his visit to Bicburg the symbol of that effort, 
without profoundly offending not just the sut- 
vivors but also the memory of the Holocaust 
dead. What has been said from the White 
House has made the whole thing worse. Ὁ 

There is no place the eye can rest in this 
whole affair that is not awful We call atten- 
tion to one such vista that has not received the 
attention it sadly deserves: the cheapening 
effect of the hasty attempt to patch things op 
by arranging a concentration camp visit an 
the generally squalid, trivial and cynical char- 
acter of the domestic political conversation 
that has attended this attempt, ξ 

. The usual glee that accompanies hot politi- 
cal controversies is present. So are other fea- 
tures: the usual preoccupation with who in a 
very small circle in Washington wins and who 
loses, the usual reduction of a large subject 


to a tiny area of concern. Did we say a “large 
subject"? We meant a towering, all but incal- 
culable one. It is difficult to remember when 
one hears the endless speculation on the politi- 
cal impact of what has occurred that we are 
talking about the Holocaust victims here, that 
the subject is the unfathomable human evil 
and human suffering that is meant when we 
speak of the Holocaust. 

The gigantic, breathing sorrow that heaves 
out of the very land Mr. Reagan will visit is 
neither sensed nor seen by those who have 
been arguing about finding a suitable site for 
him to go to. Would it be Dachau? Or would 
Dachau be wrong because it would seem, po- 
litically anwisely, to concede a change of mind 
under ? Then what about Bergen-Bel- 
sen? The envelope please. 

Some things, of course, cannot be cheap- 
ened. They are, by their very size and conse- 
quence, beyond being affected by petty con- 
cerns, So finally the horror of what was done in 
Europe 40 years ago cannot be 
either. It mocks the vanities and political pre- 
occupations of the moment. It will mock the 
president, too, unless he is now able to articu- 
late true American feeling on the subject, un- 
fess he is able to meet the challenge to demon- 
steate clearly that Americans respect the 
Holocaust dead, and do aot regard them as 
props for American politics.

The Japanese Challenge 


Japan's huge trade surplus has created a 
wave of resentment in the United States —-and 
a dazzling challenge to Yankee ingenuity. 
Fearing trade war, Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone is exhorting his people to buy more 
foreign goods and cites himself as a madel: 
“My suits are made in London, my tie is 
French, I use a Mont Blanc fountain pen and ἃ 
West German electric razor, My tennis racket 
is American — Wilson — and my golf clubs 
also are foreign made.” 

{t is a conscientious effort at placating 
Americans who want Japanese products rang- 
ing from pens to pianos yet insist that Ameri- 
can goods be equally accessible in Japan. But 
the effort may be as futile as President Gerald 
Ford's campaign to Whip Inflation Now by 
passing out WIN buttons. Ordinary Japanese. 
do not much know what foreign goods to buy: 
an official ion list does not help much. 

For example, it includes a fondue set and an 
oven thermometer. ‘To begin with.” says a 
Japanese businessman quoted in The Wall 
Street Journal, “what is a fondue set?” Many 


Japanese cook by microwave or wok; a house- 
wife asks, “What am | going to do with an oven 
thermometer? I don't have an oven." 

The challenge for American entrepreneurs is 
obvious: Devise products the Japanese want 
and then sell, sell, sell. The obstacles posed by 
Japan's bureaucracy are real, but considering 
the popularity of American culture, there is 
room for ingenuity. The often-frugal Japanese 
use throwaway chopsticks in restaurants. Why 
not reusable ones, maybe even battery- 
powered, made in the U.S_A.? Considering the 
Japanese taste for foreign cachet, why not 
international sashimi, perhaps including 
brook trout, smoked salmon and caviar?

A Visit From the FBI 


You have just returned to the United States 
from a trip to Central America, where you 
were pursuing private business. The phone 
tings and the caller identifies himself as an 
agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
Could he talk with you about your travels? 

Many an ienced American traveler 
would not take offense. But for some critics of 
the Reagan administration's Central America 
policies, the mast couxteous FBI inquiry can 
seem omizous, Their allegations of excessive 
surveillance and aggressive questioning have 
aroused concems in Congress. 

Given the history of abuses in the Nixon 
administration, the House and Senate intelli- 
gence committees have a special duty to in- 
form themselves and ensure that the govern- 
ment stays within legitimate bounds. 

William Webster, director of the FBI, told a 
House Judiciary subcommittee that the burean 
recently has conducted about 100 interviews 
with travelers returning from Nicaragua. He 
vigorously denies intent to harass dissenters 
and his record entitles him to the widest public 
confidence. But he can hardly assure that 
no agent has overreached, nor can he assure 
that higher officials are not trying to use the 
bureau to intimidate opponents of the ad-

The Congress may legitimately ask whether 
there is a purpose or pattern to the FBI inter- 
view and whether the administration has taken 
any steps to minimize their intrusiveness, Re- 
assuring the public about such questions is the 
challenge to the intelligence committees. 
Whether the administration is i ang the 
urge to harass its critics remains to be seen. 
The need for the committees* alertness is real.
